Sweden Forces Down 


2 German Warplanes 
STOCKHOLM, June 3.—(Mon- 
day) — () — An official Swedish 
communique said today that “a 
great many foreign planes touched 
the Swedish-Norwegian border in 
districts of northern Lapland Sun- 
day,’ and that the Swedish neu- 
trality patrol opened fire several 
times, forcing down two German 
planes. 

One plane was destroyed, and 
the crews “partly saved them- 
selves,” the communique said, by 
taking to their parachutes.

it Can Be Done 

That organized labor can get rid of the 
racketeers who prey upon business and the 
public in the guise of labor representatives is 
proven by recent action of the Massachusetts 
Federation of Labor. 

A former international official of the Build- 
ing Service Employes Union, associated with 
George Scalise, recently indicated on charges 
of extortion in New York, has just been jailed 
through efforts of the federation. He was 
leader in a racket which extracted money from 
businessmen, in the name of organized labor, 
for advertising in a labor yearbook. The fed- 
eration declared this publication to be ficti- 
tious and, in fact, it was not published until 
after the federation had obtained an arrest 
and then it was never circulated. 

That it was the federation which caused 
investigation and prosecution in this case is 
gratifying. For it proves that the best way to 
clean out racketeers from organized labor is 
for labor to jealously guard its own household, 
itself. 

Westbrook Pegler has exposed, in his col- 
umn, many known criminals who hold official 
positions in the ranks of the AFL. He it was 
who first showed that Willie Bioff, of the 
stagehands’ union, was a convicted ‘pander 
with an unserved term in prison. He it was 
who exposed Scalise before the prosecuting 
office took action. 

He has named others. If organized labor 
will set to work and clean its own house, fol- 
lowing the lead of the Massachusetts federa- 
tion, it will be performing the greatest pos- 
sible service to itself. For, in addition to lifting 
from the backs of its rank and file member- 
ship the burden of extortions now paid to un- 
scrupulous racketeers, it will gain immeasura- 
bly in public respect and confidence. Labor, 
vigilant against unsavory conditions within its 
own organization, can gain a power and a re- 
spect and an influence far greater, even, than 
any it has known in the past. 


THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 
CAN THE ALLIES HOLD? WASHINGTON, June 2.—Infor- 


mation collected for the govern- 
ment paints a picture of the progress of the European tragedy darker 
and more definite than the confused news reports. As this picture 
is the basis on which American policy is now being s!owly and 
tentatively formed, it seems well to try to sketch in its broad 
outlines. 


LINE ON THE SOMME Contrary to the assumpfion still com- 


mon at this writing, the Germans are 
thought to be preparing an attack on the main body of the French 
army rather than the much-discussed invasion of the British Isles. 
They are consolidating their possession of Belgium and northern 
France, including the important channel ports. The next step must be 
directed against the French forces because these are now ready to 
take the Germans in the flank, if they attempt anything so hazard- 
ous as an actual expedition across the channel. This new French 
strength is at least an immense improvement over the day when 
German tank detachments reached Rheims, and turned north toward 
the channel although there was not much more than peasants with 
pitchforks between them and Paris. The improvement is the work 
of French Generalissimo Maxime Weygand. Taking over at the 
worst possible moment, he saw that an attempt to break through to 
the Allied forces caught in the Belgian “pocket” would risk the 
whole French army to no purpose. Feinting with the counter- 
attack at Peronne of which so much was made in the news, he 
really concentrated his major resources on forming a new defense 
line, 

The new line has been successfully established along the south 
bank of the Somme river. Weygand’s present purpose is to hold 
the Germans at the Somme. Before the situation can be stabilized, 
however, two main problems must be solved. In the first days of 
the total war, the always weak French air force was reduced almost 
to nothing. The best that can now be said is that there are some 
French planes in the air. The English air force is still largely intact 
and still excellent, but unfortunately it cannot be in two places at 
once. And from their Belgian and: north French bases, the Germans 
are in a position to launch alternate bombing attacks, first against 
the ports and industrial centers of England, and then against the 
French army. 

Thus the English may be driven to withdraw more and more 
planes from France. Meanwhile, German mechanized forces will 
be gathered for an assault on the Somme line. Many of the best 
units have been destroyed. There are probably no remaining Ger- 
man surprises such as the amphibian tanks which achieved the 
break-through on the Meuse river. But the Allies’ air weakness is 
so great, and makes it so difficult to concentrate troops when neces- 
sary, that the line along the Somme may not hold. The withdrawal 
of British planes, if it takes place, will naturally cause friction be- 
tween the Allies. If things go badly for the French the Germans 
will probably try to tempt them with a separate peace. 

Then, even if the main military situation comes near to being 
stabilized, the Italians are still waiting to attack in the south. Like 
carrion crows with some experience in blackmail, they will not 
move until they feel sure they are safe. Yet the time may come 
when Italian intervention, with Spain perhaps joining to threaten 
Gibraltar, will be enough to turn the scale. 


DAYS PAST AND AHEAD The real nature of what has hap- 
pened already has hardly been 
grasped. In a crucial moment, the English and French politicians 
forced the unfortunate General Gamelin to send the large expedi- 
tionary force into Belgium. The battle of Flanders began. It Was 
lost from the day, early in the struggle, when German mechanized 
units cut across to the south, confining the expeditionary force in 
the “pocket” in Belgium and capturing its bases and supplies. 
About 500,000 men were withdrawn by land (not by sea as the 
Germans said) before the German cordon was extended to the 
channel. The rest were left with dwindling ammunition, almost no 
artillery and almost no food, fighting in the most thickly populated 
area of the entire western world. 
Although forced by the German bombers to embark largely at 
night, about 100,000 more of the best trained and equipped Allied

of course, it is. And must be.

In fact, there seems to be no reason why the government should 
build extra plants when the already established plants could, with 
assistance, expand and produce all the nation needs under the 
proper requirements. 

The taxes must be raised. But to say they must apply only to 
certain incomes is not at all fair. The American workers who have 
jobs will not mind paying their share of the new war-preparation 
taxes. 

It is necessary to sacrifice for this country. And the garrulous 
bus driver represents a small but loud group which thinks of gov- 
ernment only as something which contributes a protective wage 
and hour scale properly to prevent exploitation of labor. This type 
never thinks of government as something which must be supported. 

In Georgia, for instance, only 58,000 persons made out income 
tax returns and many of these called for no payment of taxes. 
Assuredly there are more than 58,000 persons in Georgia who should 
participate in paying for the guns and planes which will protect. 
their country. . 

If the country is too soft or too selfish to sacrifice for its safety 
then perhaps we do not deserve democracy.

A world startled by rapidly shifting align- 
ments of the last year may yet be further 
astounded by the events of the weeks to come; 
fraught as they are by sinister implications for 
the United States. It well may be that decisions 
will have to be made by America which will 
cast the dies of destiny for centuries to come. 

The Russo-German pact was tied with a 
tenuous thread by opportunists. For Hitler, it 
now has outlived its usefulness. For Stalin, it 
has brought the very danger he feared, that of 
an all-powerful Germany looking longingly to 
the Ukraine and to the. oil fields of Baku. 

It alienated the Italians and the Japanese 
from Hitler. But it has become evident in the 
events of the last few days that this alienation 
has been more apparent than real, and that 
new and close co-operation of the three nations 
is brewing‘a cauldron of trouble never before 
surpassed in world history. 

If, as it now appears probable, Mussolini 
strikes in the Mediterranean, it is almost cer- 
tain that Japan will lash out in the Pacific,

But British forces were commanded by three different authori- 
ties, who did not co-operate. Ships were not protected by planes. 
Guns were landed from one ship while the ammunition remained 
on another. Troops were landed to face tanks and bombers with 
no defense except machineguns. The antitank and antiaircraft 
guns were on another ship—which never got there. It was ghastly 
muddling, and men who had no part in it were ‘slaughtered like 
sheep because of it. a 

Why? How can such things be? Ignorance is not a sufficient 
explanation, for other wars provided enough bitter lessons to show 
the folly and cost of such inefficiency. 

The only explanation is plair want of sense. The men in charge 
of the business were stupid. Even untrained men, with no knowl- 
edge of military matters, would know better if they had any ex- 
perience as executives. 

Our own leaders have made similar and more dreadful blun- 
ders in times past. Every war has caught us unprepared and thus 
multiplied the cost in men and money. 

Even now, though we have had years of warning and one hor- 
rible example after another, our officials have left us almost de- 
fenseless against modern weapons. Newspapers and private citizens 
have pleaded for protection month after month, but all alike were 
ignored or snubbed. 

Our officials are trusted to manage and protect our interests 
and paid enormous salaries for doing it. What excuse have they 
for failure? 

If a congressman takes public money, he is jailed; if he causes 
the loss of billions of money and countless lives, he is not even 
held responsible. 

It is not right or just or reasonable. The people have the right 
to be secure. And democracy cannot be safe until officials are held 
responsible for their acts—until the man who accepts a public trust 
and then, through ignorance or indifference, brings loss and death 
to this countrymen, is tried and given punishment that matches the 


evil he has done. 
Stupidity is not a crime, but it is a crime to accept a trust under 


pretense of being competent and then expose the people to ruin.

right “victory” there is, indeed, 
the greater the prospect of a rea- 
sonable settlement. Either by con- 
quest or ‘intelligent arrangement, 
this much of federation at least 
must be established on earth, and 
the sooner intelligent people set 
about discussing that everywhere, 
war or no war, the more hopeful 
is the outlook. 

That is the rational long-range 
view of the world situation. But 
here again'we encounter the same 
unresolved conflict of the main 
groups of strands in our minds, 
between the strands that can fore- 
cast and prepare for things that 
are still not real for most of us 
until they happen, and those more 
immediate systems of habits and 
associations, of things experienced 
and the everyday lige, which blind 
us to remoter realities. 

The actual fighting is now ab- 
sorbing an increasing volume of 
attention, and any line of thought 
that goes beyong strategy and tac- 
tics is denounced by many people 
and denounced with an eagerness 
for which we have found an ex- 
planation, as a diversion of en- 
ergy from the real business in 
hand. It is nothing of the sort. 

War without clearly stated war 
aims is a sort of epilepsy. ‘‘First 


won the war in 1918 and then 
hardly anyone had the remotest 
idea what to do about it. This 
state of affairs seems likely to re- 
turn again in an exaggerated form 
if we tolerate this sabotage of the 
end by the means. 

.So now, while the outcome of 
the war is still uncertain, it is 
necessary not merely to discuss 
but to define the terms of an 
armistice and to haye it ready, cut 
and dried, for the inevitable phase 
of exhaustion and reasonableness. 
It needs to be something that will 
anticipate and may defer indefi- 
nitely the clumsy and elaborate 
procedure of a peace conference. 

Air Monopoly. 

We have taken as our type func- 
tion the control of the air. It is 
quite possible to state precisely at 
the present time that powers 
would be possessed by that con- 
trol; it would obviously monopo- 
lize air armament, air routes, alr 
controls, airdror.es, the manufac- 
ture of planes and airships, and it 
must receive its authorization 
from the existing independent 
states of the world. 

How far and with what variety 
of methods it would receive its 
authorization, directly or indirect- 
ly, from the peoples of these states 
raises‘ a multitude of considera- 
tions too complicated and detailed 
to discuss now. They do not af- 
fect the immediate imperative to 
set about preparing for the armls- 
tice, to familiarize people’s imagl- 
nations for it and to rouse them 
from their evasive fatalism as rap- 
idly as possible now. 

Air warfare has been made the 
backbone of this discussion, or 
rather it makes itself the back- 
bone, but it is by no means the 
only universal interest with which 
the terms of a definite and hope-
